Cover  Crops — Plant  More  of  Them 

The  use  of  cover  crops  in  California 
is  becoming-  greater  and  more  neces¬ 
sary  every  year.  Constant  cropping 
of  old  lands  has  sadly  depleted  the  rich 
soils  of  the  State.  A  cover  crop  will 
do  many  things  that  are  beneficial  to 
the  land. 

The  first  of  this  is  the  growing  of  a 
great  amount  of  green  manure  which 
when  turned  under  furnishes  humis  to 
the  soil.  A  certain  amount  of  nitro¬ 
gen  is  also  formed  by  the  decaying  of 
this  material. 

The  second  and  most  important  fea¬ 
ture  is  the  root  system.  The  long 
roots  penetrate  through  the  plow  sole 
and  allow  the  soil  to  take  up  water 
more  readily.  This  is  very  important. 

The  legume  crops  also  have  certain 
nitrogen  gathering  abilities.  The 
nitrogen  is  gathered  from  the  air  and 
stored  up  in  nodules  formed  on  the 
roots.

For  house  culture  plant  four  to  six  bulbs  in  a  six-inch 
pot,  and  in  proportion  for  the  larger  sized  bulb  pans. 
Good  roots  and  plenty  of  them  before  bringing  plants  to 
light  are  essential  to  success.

There  is  nothing-  more  attractive 
than  a  planting  of  Hyacinths,  with 
their  brilliant  colors,  ranging  through 
nearly  every  shade  of  red,  white,  yel¬ 
low  and  blue  and  their  fragrance  to¬ 
gether  with  their  long  keeping  quali¬ 
ties  and  decorative  appearance.

pots,  in  flats  or  in  pans.  Plant  the 
bulbs  so  that  its  top  will  be  just  below 
the  surface.  Do  not  pack  the  soil  in 
pots. 

GLASS  CULTURE  —  To  grow  in 
glasses,  fill  with  water  until  the  base 
of  each  bulb  rests  on  the  water  and 
set  away  in  the  dark  as  directed  for 
pot  culture.  Fill  up  the  glass  with 
water  as  fast  as  it  evaporates. 

After  roots  have  attained  a  good 
growth  the  glass  can  be  brought  into 
the  light  and  placed  in  a  cool  room 
near  a  window.  Give  the  plants  plenty 
of  light.

These  are  maong  the  most  charm¬ 
ing  of  our  spring  flowers,  that  all 
conditions  seem  to  suit,  although  they 
seem  to  have  a  preference  for  good 
deep  soil  and  semi-shaded  positions. 
Every  vacant  comer  in  the  garden 
grass,  or  among  the  trees  could  not 
be  used  to  a  better  advantage  than  by 
filling  with  Daffodils,  and  every  bor¬ 
der  should  have  a  number  of  clumps 
interspersed  through  it.

OUTDOOR  CULTURE  —  Plant  in 
early  fall  if  possible,  but  plantings  as 
late  as  Christmas  will  give  excellent 
results.  The  depth  to  plant  is  one 
and  one-half  the  depth  of  the  bulb. 
This  gives  a  covering  of  two  to  three 
inches  of  soil.  Any  good  garden  soil 
which  has  not  been  recently  manured 
will  give  satisfactory  flowers,  but  a 
deep,  moist  loam  is  best.  The  best 
fertilizer  is  ground  bone.  This  can 
be  used  with  safety  on  poor  sandy 
soil.

A  southeast  ex¬ 
posure  is  best  but  they  will  bloom  most 
anywhere  if  they  get  part  sunshine. 

Plant  them  now  and  they  will  grow 
during  the  winter  and  develop  a  good 
strong  root  system  and  naturally  pro¬ 
duce  a  much  larger  and  more  beautiful 
flower.  A  liberal  application  of  Knox’s 
Quality  Fertilizezr  spaded  in  at  the  rate 
of  five  pounds  to  a  fifty  foot  row  will 
materially  aid  the  growth  of  plants. 
After  spading  break  up  any  lumps  and 
tamp  the  soil  down  very  firm.  Sweet 
Peas  desire  a  firm  seed  bed  to  produce 
sturdy  growth  and  long  stems.  Plant  the 
seeds  about  one  inch  deep  and  six  inches 
apart.  Most  people  plant  them  too  close 
together.  After  planting  soak  the  ground 


good  and  as  the  ground  dries  keep  the 
top  worked  up  so  that  it  will  not  crust 
or  bake.  When  the  plants  are  about 
three  inches  high  it  is  time  to  provide 
some  means  of  support.  Stakes  with 
strong  string  supports  are  fairly  good  but 
wire  mesh  is  much  better.  Keep  prun¬ 
ing  out  the  lateral  branches  that  have  a 
tendency  to  cover  one  another  as  crowded 
plants  never  produce  fine  flowers,  As 
fast  as  the  sweet  peas  blossom  cut  (do 
not  pull)  them  off  as  withered  or  dry 
blossoms  spoil  their  looks  and  will  cause 
them  to  go  to  seed  too  soon.

There  are  several  different  plants 
used  for  cover  crops.  Melilotus  In- 
dica,  Vetch,  Canadian  Peas,  Horse 
Beans,  Burr  Clover  and  Rye  are  all 
used  for  this  purpose.  More  Melilotus 
Indica  is  used  than  every  other  kind 
of  cover  crops  put  together.  It  has 
proven  the  cheapest  and  the  best. 

The  seed  is  sown  in  August  or  Sep¬ 
tember  at  from  15  to  20  pounds  per 
acre.  In  vineyards  they  sometimes  let 
the  pickers  tramp  it  in  but  a  light  har¬ 
rowing  is  best.  The  ground  should  be 
irrigated  before  or  after  it  is  planted. 
By  early  sowing  quite  a  growth  is 
possible  before  heavy  frosts  set  in  to 
retard  the  growth.  It  should  be 
plowed  under  not  later  than  March  to 
get  the  benefits  of  the  late  rains  to  aid 
in  decaying  the  green  manure.
